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Tax increase to pay for 
'anti- austerity' budget 


TOWN councillors have backed proposals 
for an “anti-austerity” budget, pledging to 
protect local services under pressure from 
government cutbacks. 

But residents will have to foot the bill, with coun¬ 
cil tax for the average Band ‘D’ ratepayer set to rise 
by more than four per cent - a move that could still 
be subject to a local referendum. 

Councillors said they had been “derailed” by 
changes to the budget-setting process, which meant 
they were “held to ransom” by the government. 

Ministers could yet decide to ‘cap’ council tax 
rises at two per cent, with any proposals for more 
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drastic increases forced to be put to a public vote. A 
decision is expected later this month. 

But in the meantime, town councillors have opted 
to back proposals for a 4.32 per cent increase, de¬ 
signed to ensure a balanced budget for the year 
ahead and enable the council to protect important 
public services. 

Under the plans, council tax for the average Band 
‘D’ ratepayer will increase by 13p a week - an an¬ 
nual rise of just under £7. 

Without increasing tax contributions, the council 
will face a deficit of just over £20,000. 

One councillor said members had been “held to 
ransom” by the government, which is currently de¬ 
ciding whether or not to make a significant change 
in council tax legislation that would alter the pro¬ 
posals. 

If the town council is told it must hold a referen¬ 
dum on the tax rise, it would revert to an alternative 
option for a smaller 1.95 per cent increase - 6p a 
week for a Band ‘D’ property - in order to avoid a 
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costly polling process. Councillor Martin Ray said 
the council’s finance committee had unanimously 
agreed that it did not want a referendum “under any 
circumstances” because of the extra cost, expected 
to be around £8,000. 

Council leader Sarah Williams added: “To have a 
referendum straight after the election would be a re¬ 
ally bad option. 

“The government has strung this on us at the last 
minute after the budgets of other town and parish 
councils have been accepted. We need to make sure 
we are safe in Bridport.” 

As the government’s austerity measures bite fur¬ 
ther down the chain of local government, the town 
council is among hundreds of ground-level authori¬ 
ties nationwide that are being asked to take on 
greater responsibility. 

This year Bridport Town Council will take on grass 
verge cutting duties and will need to employ extra 
staff to carry out the work, while its financial support 
from both the district and county authorities is being 
reduced. 

The town council could also be asked to step in 
and cover the cost of other district council services 
currently under review. 

Councillor Ros Kayes said the proposals amounted 
to an “anti-austerity” budget, with further cuts 
threatening to affect the town's Citizens’ Advice Bu¬ 
reau, tourist information centre and youth service. 

“When the council tax is raised, I hope the people 
of Bridport - and the usual people who stand up and 
criticise - will recognise that we have done the re¬ 
sponsible thing with intention to retain those serv¬ 
ices.” 

Councillor David Tett added: “No one gets any 
pleasure in increasing tax but at the same time we 
do have a responsibility to balance the books. 

“This year our council tax support has been cut by 
25 per cent - therefore, we are having to find an 
extra £13,000. 

“And due to the pressure on the budgets of both 
the district and county councils, we also have to take 
into consideration the increased commitments of the 
town council taking over some of the services.” 

Councillor Dave Rickard said ensuring a balanced 
budget would “give some resilience” to the council 
in the face of further spending cuts. 
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MARJORY Mulrooney is a local artist making new 
work and exploring experimental techniques 
and media. She studied Fine Art at Plymouth 
University and the University College of London 
and spent many years working and teaching in 
the UK, Europe and Sultanate of Oman. She set¬ 
tled in Dorset two years ago with her husband 
Hugh after running life-drawing workshops in 
France for eight years. 

Megan Dunford was born and raised in Dorset 
and is the exhibitions assistant at Bridport Arts 
Centre. She studied a BTEC Diploma Foundation 
in Art and Technology at Somerset College be¬ 
fore studying a Fine Art Painting Degree in 
Cardiff. Megan has since moved back to Dorset 
where she works for several local arts organisa¬ 
tions. 

They are currently joint curating an exhibition 
called XREB' which will feature work from a 
group of eight women artists in West Dorset and 
will be on display at the Chapel in the Garden on 
east Street. 


• WHAT inspired you to work in art? 

Marjory: I have always been fascinated by the mate¬ 
rials used in making art. From the age of eight when I 
was given my first 'real' box of paints - a lovely black 
metal box containing perfect little pans of water¬ 
colour with mysterious names like ' Rose Madder', 
'Gamboge' and ' Viridian' - one of the main starting 
points for any work has been the material itself. In the 
past year, I have made pieces which have explored the 
rich, reflective qualities of graphite. So instead of 
using it as a pencil, I have made graphite itself the sub¬ 
ject of the works, creating abstract, textural images. I 
am currently looking at other non- traditional materi¬ 
als and will be showing works made from tea bags, 
string and fishing line in forthcoming exhibitions. 
Megan: Curating is becoming more and more of a fas¬ 
cination and a passion for me, so to be able to put on 
such an interesting exhibition at the Chapel in the 
Garden, with such an interesting mix of artists is bril¬ 
liant! My work changes all the time, but I am mainly 
interested in abstract colour in the landscape and the 
contrast of surfaces/ materials next to each other. For 
this exhibition at the Chapel I will be making some 
new work that reflects the Women of the Wildcat 
Strike of 1912 and the struggle they had to go 
through to fight for their rights as Women. 

• COULD you tell me more about the upcoming 
exhibition "CRE87 

Marjory: This show grew out of an involvement with 
the group of women who decided to recreate photo¬ 
graphs taken in 1912 of the women workers at 
Gundry's who went on strike in protest at their wages 
being cut. They were among the first women in Britain 
to take action in order to better their working lot and 
the intention is to re-enact their protest on Saturday, 
February 14th starting in Bucky Doo Square and 
marching to the spot where they were photographed 
103 years ago. 

Megan and I will be among those taking part in the 
march as well as the exhibition, which is another way 
of celebrating the work of artists living and working 
in the Bridport area, who also happen to be women. 



In a way it is a tribute to those women of 1912 who 
were such strong role models.There is much more in¬ 
formation on the Bridport Wildcats - as they are 
known - online. Just goggle Bridport Wildcats. The 
photographs will be taken by Rachel Dunford who 
will also be showing work in the exhibition. 

• WHAT other art based projects have you done? 
Megan: I also work freelance as a visual art promoter 
and have worked on events such as Dorset Art Weeks, 
Dorset Art Fair and Bridport Open Studios.'CRE8'is the 
first show I have curated without backing from an or¬ 
ganisation or event, so very exciting and daunting. 
Marjory: I have shown work in a number of countries 
including Oman, where I spent seven years working 
and teaching, and in France where I also ran life-draw¬ 
ing workshops for eight years. On returning to the UK, 
we settled in Penzance, Cornwall, where I showed 
work with the St Ives Society of Artists and in other 
gallery shows before moving to Bridport in May 2013. 
I collaborated in a group show at the Chapel in the 
Garden with Megan and three other artists in August 
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2014 as part of Bridport Open Studios. 

• BESIDES the upcoming exhibition, are you cur¬ 
rently working on any other events and exhibi¬ 
tions? 

Megan: I have so many ideas for exhibitions or proj¬ 
ects later this year, but nothing set in stone yet! 
Marjory: I will be showing work in the foyer of the arts 
centre in June/July 2015, it will be a selection of my 
most recent works on paper and will be called 'Out of 
Line' 

• IF you could live your life again, what would you 
be? 

Marjory: I have worked as a teacher in a number of 
countries besides the UK - mainly in Bulgaria, Ger¬ 
many and the Sultanate of Oman. If I hadn't become 
an artist I would have loved to be a musician. Musi¬ 
cians are welcomed wherever they go and I always re¬ 
gret that I never had an opportunity to learn to play 
an instrument. Of course if you are a singer you can 
travel light as you carry your instrument with you. That 
must be the best of all. However, I always wanted to 
be an artist and am perfectly happy to be able to share 
what I do with others. It never gets easier though! 
Megan: I still feel like I have the rest of my life ahead 
of me as I am not yet 26.1 agree with Marjory to be a 
musician would be fun, if not difficult at times. How¬ 
ever if I had to start again, I would like to be born in a 
different country, somewhere along a warm coast in 
the Mediterranean. I love being outdoors and by the 
sea so this would suit me perfectly. 

• WHAT is the one thing you like most about 
working with art? 

Megan: It is never boring and you are always chang¬ 
ing, adapting and learning.

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Vearse Farm process is 'anti-democratic'

DEVELOPERS plotting 
hundreds of new 
homes on the edge of 
Bridport have fol¬ 
lowed an"anti-democ- 
ratic"path in failing to 
discuss their plans 
openly with residents, 
according to furious 
town councillors. 

If the district coun¬ 
cil's Local Plan - a 
blueprint for future 
development of the 
district - is approved 
by an independent in¬ 
spector, developer 
Hallam Land Manage¬ 
ment is likely to apply 
for permission to press 
ahead with proposals 


for up to 760 new 
homes. 

But councillors have 
blasted the"appalling" 
situation whereby the 
developer has been 
given "carte blanche to 
do what they want" 
without properly con¬ 
sulting the people of 
Bridport. 

Town councillors 
have called for Hallam 
representatives to at¬ 
tend a meeting where 
they can be ques¬ 
tioned on the propos¬ 
als, as campaigners 
both for and against 
the development look 
for public support. 


"It is really impera¬ 
tive that we represent 
the concerns of differ¬ 
ent groups in Bridport 
who have their own 
particular stances on 
this, so we could actu¬ 
ally bring them to the 
table," said Councillor 
Ros Kayes. 

"It seems to me that 
when you get devel¬ 
opers that are actually 
being tasked by a 
planning authority, 
there must be assur¬ 
ances that there will 


be a consultation and 
people will be in¬ 
volved - but this actu¬ 
ally has not happened, 
essentially giving the 
developers a carte 
blanche to do what 
they want." 

According to the de¬ 
veloper's submission 
papers, the new-look 
Vearse Farm could in¬ 
clude a mix of hous¬ 
ing, community facili¬ 
ties and substantial 
space for business 
units. 


Hallam's planning 
statement identifies 
four separate 'charac¬ 
ter areas', with a 'green 
edge'offering a buffer 
between the estate 
and the A35. 

Part of the statement 
underlines that the 
site is "extremely well 
located with jobs, 
healthcare, education, 
open space, shops and 
facilities all available 
within walking and cy¬ 
cling distance", and 
that the site can be de¬ 
veloped "in a manner 
that respects the 
AONB designation". 

But furious cam- 


League tables are 'not a 
true reflection', say heads 


HEADTEACHERS have her¬ 
alded the hard work and com¬ 
mitment of students over the 
last academic year as a “true 
reflection” of performance, 
following publication of the 
school league tables last 
week. 

School heads in Bridport 
and Beaminster said the tables 
could not be compared to pre¬ 
vious years’ statistics because 
of the government's sweeping 
reforms to the examination 
system. 

Colleges across the country 
reported so-called ‘grade tur¬ 
bulence’, as BTEC qualifica¬ 
tions were removed from the 
assessment. 

Exam ‘resits’ for key sub¬ 
jects were also stripped from 
the system, with only stu¬ 
dents’ first-time marks count¬ 
ing towards the league tables, 
while speaking and listening 
tests were removed from Eng¬ 
lish Language assessments. 

Despite the challenging cir¬ 
cumstances, students in Brid¬ 
port and Beaminster achieved 
relatively high rankings 
within the local authority area. 

The Sir John Colfox School 
was placed seventh in Dorset, 
with 62 per cent of GCSE stu¬ 
dents achieving the bench¬ 
mark five A* to C grades. 

Headteacher Kay Taylor 
said the figure would have 
been five per cent higher if the 
extra qualifications had been 
included. 

“The performance tables this 
year cannot be compared to 
previous tables as there are 
several differences ... All this 
has led to considerable turbu¬ 
lence in the results,” she said. 

“Students, however, who 
achieved any of these qualifi¬ 
cations were able to count 
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them as GCSEs, which is the 
more important figure. 

“In our case, when we in¬ 
cluded these qualifications, 67 
per cent of our students 
achieved five A* to C grades, 
including English and Maths 
by August 2014. This is the 
real figure and represented the 
best results the school has 
ever had.” 

She added: “We have always 
believed that we should do 
what is right for students, not 
what the performance tables 
count. In 2014 our students 
worked exceptionally hard 
and produced excellent re¬ 
sults, thanks to our dedicated 
and supportive staff. They 


should be proud of all their 
achievements”. 

Beaminster School was 
ranked just outside Dorset’s 
top 10 in 12th place, with 57 
per cent achieving five A* to 
C grades. 

Headteacher Keith Hales 
said he was concerned that the 
league tables system would 
“undermine” students” suc¬ 
cesses. 

“We are delighted by the 
success of our students last 
summer,” he said. 

“The hard work and com¬ 
mitment of our students, staff 
and parents ensured that many 
of our students gained grades 
above and beyond expecta¬ 
tions, and the progress that 
students make from Year 
Seven to Year 11 continues to 
be one of the real strengths of 
the school. 

“However, I do worry that 


the performance table head¬ 
lines undermine these suc¬ 
cesses. Along with all 
secondary schools, Beamin¬ 
ster faced signifiant chal¬ 
lenges with the restrictions on 
included qualifications and 
changes to the performance 
tables this year. 

“A vast number of voca¬ 
tional qualifications, many 
taken by 25 of our students 
who attended college for one 
day per week, were excluded 
from the tables. But these 
qualifications were crucial to 
those students in securing a 
place at further education. 

“They also mean that we 
have one of the lowest NEET 
- not in education, employ¬ 
ment or training - figures in 
the country, a real measure of 
success for schools and a true 
reflection of the support that 
we provide for our students.” 



paigners, who submit¬ 
ted a petition contain¬ 
ing 1,400 signatures at 
the Local Plan exami¬ 
nations before Christ¬ 
mas, believe Bridport's 
infrastructure will not 
be able to cope with 
the sudden increase in 
housing numbers. 

Protestors claim that 
at least one in 10 peo¬ 
ple in Bridport are now 
behind their campaign 
for Vearse Farm to be 
wiped from the Local 
Plan document. 

On the other side of 
the debate, the Future 
Bridport group argues 
that young people on 
low incomes will be 
driven out of the town 
if affordable housing 
opportunities are 
turned away. 

Now councillors say 
they must be given the 
chance to quiz Hallam 
directly, in order to rep¬ 
resent the views of 
angry residents on 
both sides of the argu¬ 
ment. 

Councillor Kayes 
added: "I just wonder 
whether the reason 
why they have not 
done it is because they 
have heard that the 
council has serious 


questions to ask - in 
which case, it seems to 
be a singularly anti¬ 
democratic pathway 
to take. 

"It does concern me 
that the developers, 
especially when there 
is concern in the town, 
have still not acted on 
a requirement of the 
planning process - 
that they engage." 

Council leader Sarah 
Williams endorsed the 
point, adding:"! think 
we should askthem to 
consult as widely as 
possible on something 
that is going to affect 
Bridport for centuries." 

Councillor Dave 
Rickard said he sup¬ 
ported the idea of 
hearing directly from 
Hallam, but that the 


process should have 
been in place long be¬ 
fore now. 

"I think we need to 
go back to the district 
council and make re¬ 
peated claims that 
they have failed to 
consult before the 
master plan. 

"Whilst a presenta¬ 
tion at this stage will 
probably be a good 
thing, they should 
have come to us be¬ 
fore now. 

"They have put a lot 
of time and money 
into this ... but it is an 
appalling situation 
and we have got to 
stop them from push¬ 
ing ahead and then 
coming to us when it 
is all decided. It is just 
not good enough."

Bus campaigners launch 
their users'manifesto 


BUS campaigners took to the streets of Bridport last 
week to raise awareness of the service cuts to the X31 
bus route. 

Members of the Bus Action Group West Dorset have 
compiled a Bus Users’ Manifesto in which they out¬ 
line their demands for public transport, and this was 
unveiled to the public on Saturday (January 31st). 

The manifesto is based upon what campaigners say 
are the legal responsibilities of the local authority, and 
highlights a number of ways in which councils, serv¬ 
ice users and commercial providers can work together 
to provide a bus service that is fit for purpose. 

Campaigners want the document to be taken into ac¬ 
count as part of the Dorset County Council’s Holistic 
Transport Review, which is currently looking into 
how a range of options from school transport, trans¬ 
port to day centres and community transport can link 
into public transport services to provide a network 
which prevents rural isolation. 

A campaign spokesperson for the group said: “Bus 
Action Group is a group of local people who are fed 
up with continual attacks 
on our bus services. 

“Year on year valuable 
services which keep our 
communities connected 
disappear. 

“Our Bus Users’ Mani¬ 
festo calls on Dorset 
County Council to live 
up to its responsibility 
for public transport and 
keep buses running on 
key routes. 

“We believe that the 
public voice needs to be 
heard in deciding the 
way forward for public

transport services in Dorset in the future. It shouldn’t 
just be what the bureaucrats think. The needs of serv¬ 
ice users must be considered as part of Dorset County 
Council’s responsibility to provide a functioning pub¬ 
lic transport network. 

“If we don’t get a seat at the table in the Holistic 
Transport Review then we would ask for this docu¬ 
ment at least to be considered.” 

Members of the Cartoon Action Theatre also pre¬ 
formed a play to shoppers in Bucky Doo Square about 
cuts to the service, with characters representing First 
(the X31 bus operator), Dorset County Council, stu¬ 
dents using the service and concessionary fare pas¬ 
sengers.

Youth council members 
make their feelings heard 


CHILDREN in Bridport have raised what they feel 
are important issues in their town and what they 
would like to see change. 

Town councillors heard from 11-year-old Rory 
Armstrong, a passionate representative of the Brid¬ 
port Area Youth Council and a pupil at St Mary’s 
Primary School, at their meeting last week, who 
voiced the group’s key issues for Bridport.

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“We were also thinking about the Borough Gar¬ 
dens and how it could be used for more events, 
picnics, shows and more things that families can 
enjoy and be social.” 

The Mayor of Bridport, Councillor Maggie Ray, 
was pleased to hear about what issues the children 
of Bridport thought were important and said she 
had taken the suggestions on board. 

She said: “We were delighted to welcome a 
youth council representative to speak directly to 
the town council for the first time. 

“Some things can be achieved more quickly than 
others - the council immediately approved the idea 
of an outdoor table tennis table, as this will encour¬ 
age people to take more exercise in the fresh air.

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Fisherman's Arms'inappropriate'for hub site 


ATOWN councillor has warned county 
bosses against "inappropriate" plans 
to build Bridport's long-awaited social 
care 'hub' at the current site of the 
Fisherman's Arms day centre. 

Councillor Karl Wallace has urged 
county council chiefs to reconsider 
their decision and instead look for al¬ 
ternative locations. 

In January, social care leaders con¬ 
firmed they were making the South 
Street site their first choice, after un¬ 
covering problems with the previ¬ 
ously preferred location behind the 
library. 

The council now says the multi-mil- 
lion-pound facility, which could also 
incorporate Citizens'Advice services in

the future, is likely to replace the Fish¬ 
erman's Arms day centre. 

But Councillor Wallace believes the 
proposals are flawed and that the site 
will not be large enough to facilitate 
the new hub. 

"It is simply not appropriate to de¬ 
velop there," he told View From Brid- 
port. 

"We need to significantly increase 
our social care capacity in order to 
cope with the ageing population. 

"The demographic of the town is 
changing, with more and more older 
people moving into the area - surely 
we need to plan for that now. 

"People may say they want to be 
cared for in their own homes but there 
will still be a need for respite care." 

Councillor Wallace says he would like 
the county council to reassess options 
for developing a site on the St 
Michael's trading estate instead of 
Fisherman's Arms, which he argues is 
too far from the centre of the town. 

"My concern would be that this is 
going to be one of the last major so¬ 
cial developments going into the 
town and we need to make sure we 
get it right. 

"It is essential that what we do now 
is correct for the future and that we 
are getting maximum value for 
money. 


"St Michael's is nearer to transport 
networks, has good car-parking facili¬ 
ties and is closer to the heart of the 
town. What we need now especially is 
in the town centre is Jobs - and the 
Flub will provide those Jobs. 

"The artists down there can work 
side by side with a facility like this and 
it would fit in really nicely alongside 
the rest of the St Michael's trading 
community. 

"It has got so much potential and we 
have to try to make the most of it. St 
Michael's is screaming out for sup¬ 
port." 


The council has set aside £4.7m to 
pay for the delivery of social care serv¬ 
ices in Bridport, particularly covering 
day services and care for older people. 

The measures are designed to help 
people stay healthy and live inde¬ 
pendently in the community for as 
long as possible, it says. 

The hub is set to transform the way 
adult social care services are delivered 
in the Bridport area, replacing out¬ 
dated buildings like the Sidney Gale 
care home, which the council has de¬ 
cided is "unfit for purpose". 

Councillor Jill Flaynes, DCC's cabinet 


member for adult social care, said 
careful consideration had gone into 
selecting the best location for the hub, 
after a survey found a series of traffic 
problems with the Wessex Water- 
owned site behind the library. 

A council spokesperson added: "A 
detailed study of the plot at Fisher¬ 
man's Arms will now begin, and the 
initial design for the new hub will be 
presented to cabinet in March. 

"People who use the services and 
local residents will continue to be in¬ 
volved in the design process of the 
new hub."

Childbirth charity to step 
up support for new parents 


LEADING charity the National Child¬ 
birth Trust is to take extra steps to support 
new parents in Bridport this year. 

The UK’s largest parent charity will be 
offering antenatal classes for mums and 
dads-to-be at Bridport Children’s Centre 
from March, after similar NHS services 
were recently stopped. 

The NCT says the classes fill a “vital” 
gap in support for pregnant women and 
their partners, providing information and 
advice during expert-led sessions. 

Classes will start on March 1st with fur¬ 
ther courses running throughout the 
spring and summer. 

Local branch coordinator Danielle Lan- 
ning said: “Evidence shows that NCT 
courses will improve confidence when 
preparing for the birth of a baby and be¬ 
coming a parent, providing the skills 
needed as well as a local support net¬ 
work. 

“Many mums in Bridport are unable to 
travel to the two-hour NHS courses of¬ 
fered further afield and are unsure about 
how to meet other new mums in the area. 

“Our courses are a friendly and enjoy¬ 
able way of getting to grips with becom¬ 
ing a parent.” 

Rhona, a mother of two from Salway 
Ash, said her NCT antenatal classes were 
an important part of preparing to have her 
baby. 

“They gave me the information I 
needed but, even more importantly, I 
made lasting friends there,” she said. 


“Attending the course also gave me the 
confidence to join in other NCT activi¬ 
ties, like ‘Bumps, Babies and Beyond’ on 
Tuesday at the Children’s Centre, and that 
was such a lifeline, especially during the 
first few months when everything is new 
and exhausting.”

Parking changes to 
boost trade in town 


ON-STREET parking return times are 
being extended in Bridport, as part of a 
drive to bring shoppers into the town. 

Council bosses say the changes will 
encourage a "vibrant" local economy 
and attract extra visitors. 

Bridport currently has an on-street 
parking restriction of one hour with no 
return within the following hour, but this 
will be doubled to prevent drivers from 
returning within two hours. 

The change was discussed at a recent 
town council meeting where officers felt 
the revised return time would not make 
any difference. 

Town surveyor Daryl Chambers said:"It 
is a county-wide decision, not just Brid¬ 
port, and they are changing the current 
schedule of the return period. 


"They are saying it will be going for¬ 
ward but I don't really think there is any¬ 
thing detrimental to it." 

Council chiefs hope the increase in re¬ 
turn time will boost the number of visi¬ 
tors coming into Bridport at peak times. 

Councillor Peter Finney, Dorset County 
Council cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and the economy, said: "We are 
currently in the process of standardising 
on-street parking across the county 
council area - this includes charges and 
return times. Increasing the time before 
a driver can return to a parking bay will 
ensure a turnover of shoppers to the 
town and encourage a vibrant local 
economy. It will also ensure that our civil 
enforcement officers can patrol more ef¬ 
ficiently."

Fight is on to save wildlife site

WILDLIFE campaigners have urged local 
government secretary Eric Pickles to call a 
public inquiry into plans for a huge solar 
farm to be built on a site of special scien¬ 
tific interest in West Dorset. 

The Dorset Wildlife Trust is furious with district 
planning chiefs, who granted planning permission 
for the major development at Rampisham Down, 
near Beaminster, last month. 

And the organisation is now calling on Mr Pickles 


to step in and overturn the decision, which the Trust 
has described as the “unnecessary destruction” of a 
wildlife haven. 

Despite objections from Natural England - the 
government's advisory agency on environmental 
matters - planning bosses at West Dorset District 
Council approved plans for a solar farm to be built 
on the 187-acre site. 

Home to a rare grouping of plants and fungi, 
Rampisham Down also supports a range of wildlife, 
from adders to skylarks, within its unique grassland 
and heathland habitats. 

And the Trust is adamant that the site be left alone 
- especially, it says, as there are alternative loca¬ 
tions for the solar farm development. 

“Dorset Wildlife Trust is not against renewable 
energy develop¬ 
ment, but we will 
oppose it on sites 
where the develop¬ 
ment could cause 
harm to the envi¬ 
ronment”, said 
chief executive Dr 
Simon Cripps. 

“Rampisham 
Down is already 
legally protected 
and there is an al¬ 
ternative site across 
the road, which we 
would support. 

“If this develop¬ 
ment were to go 
ahead, it could put 
other SSSIs in the 
UK under threat. It 
is vital the govern¬ 
ment respects the 
legislation that pro¬ 


tects our valuable wildlife.” 

Responding to the council's announcement last 
month, the Trust said it was “shocked and appalled” 
by the “perverse” decision, which would lead to the 
“needless destruction of our national heritage.” 

It says any development on the site at Rampisham 
Down will, in particular, have a damaging effect on 
the local butterfly population. 

Dr Martin Warren, chief executive of butterfly 
conservation, added: “The SSSI network is funda¬ 
mental to the future of butterflies and most other 
special wildlife in the UK. 

“Any development at Rampisham will set a prece¬ 
dent that could damage this vital system and make 
it impossible to meet our international obligations 
to save biodiversity.” 

Under the planning framework, the secretary of 
state can overrule the local authority on controver¬ 
sial decisions. If the application is 'called in', a pub¬ 
lic inquiry will be held and the recommendations 
of a government planning inspector presented to Mr 
Pickles for consideration. 

Chairman of WDDC's development control com¬ 
mittee, Ian Gardner, said councillors had sought to 
balance economic and environmental benefits in 
reaching a decision. 

But the argument is set to roll on, as the Trust 
launches a national campaign to fight the ruling. 

Tony Whitehead, a spokesman for the Royal So¬ 
ciety for the Protection of Birds (RSPB), said: 
“Rampisham is part of a national network of pro¬ 
tected wildlife sites. These are the best of the best - 
the natural equivalent of Stonehenge or our great 
cathedrals. 

“As we provide the highest levels of protection 
for places like Stonehenge, so we must for places 
like Rampisham. If they are lost, we lose a piece of 
our national heritage. For this reason we strongly 
urge the secretary of state to call in the application 
and consider the matter in a public inquiry.”

V THE saint we celebrate on Valentine's Day is known officially as St. 
Valentine of Rome in order to differentiate him from the dozen or so 
other Valentines on the list. Because Valentinus -from the Latin word 
for worthy, strong or powerful - was a popular name between the sec¬ 
ond and eighth centuries AD, several martyrs over the centuries have 
carried this name. The official Roman Catholic roster of saints shows 
about a dozen who were named Valentine or some variation thereof. 

V VALENTINE is the patron saint of beekeepers and epilepsy, among 
many other things. Saints are certainly expected to keep busy in the 
afterlife. Their holy duties include interceding in earthly affairs and en¬ 
tertaining petitions from living souls. In this respect, St Valentine has 
wide-ranging spiritual responsibilities. People call on him to watch 
over the lives of lovers, of course, but also for interventions regarding 
beekeeping and epilepsy, as well as the plague, fainting and travelling. 
As you might expect, he's also the patron saint of engaged couples and 
happy marriages. 

V YOU can find Valentine's skull in Rome. The flower-adorned skull of 
St Valentine is on display in the Basilica of Santa Maria in Cosmedin, 
Rome. In the early 1800s, the excavation of a catacomb near Rome 
yielded skeletal remains and other relics now associated with St Valen¬ 
tine. 

V THE medieval English poet Geoffrey Chaucer often took liberties 
with history, placing his poetic characters into fictitious historical con¬ 
texts that he represented as real. No record exists of romantic celebra¬ 
tions on Valentine's Day prior to a poem Chaucer wrote around 1375. 
In his work "Parliament of Foules," he links a tradition of courtly love 
with the celebration of St. Valentine's Feast Day. 


The Story of St.Valentine 


IN 270 A.D., marriage had been outlawed by the emperor of Rome, 
Claudius II. Claudius issued this decree because he thought that mar¬ 
ried men made bad soldiers since they were reluctant to be torn away 
from their families in the case of war. Claudius had also outlawed 
Christianity in this time period because he wished to be praised as 
the one supreme god, the Emperor of Rome. Valentine was the 
bishop of Interamna during this period of oppression. Valentine 
thought that the decrees of Rome were wrong. He believed that peo¬ 
ple should be free to love God and to marry. Valentine invited the 
young couples of the area to come to him. When they came, Valentine 
secretly performed services of matrimony and united the couples. 

Valentine was eventually caught and was brought before the em¬ 
peror. The emperor saw that Valentine had conviction and drive that 
was unsurpassed among his men. Claudius tried and tried to per¬ 
suade Valentine to leave Christianity, serve the Roman empire and 
the Roman gods. In exchange, Claudius would pardon him and make 
him one of his allies. St. Valentine held to his faith and did not re¬ 
nounce Christ. Because of this, the emperor sentenced him to a 
three-part execution. First, Valentine would be beaten, then stoned, 
and then finally, decapitated. Valentine died on February 14th, 
270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sentence to be carried out, Valentine 
fell in love with the jailer's daughter, the blind Asterius. During the 
course of Valentine's prison stay, a miracle occurred and Asterius re¬ 
gained her sight. Valentine sent her a final farewell note. He signed 
his last note, "From Your Valentine." Even today, this message remains 
as the motto for our Valentine's Day celebrations.

C ONVERSATION hearts, truffles galore and 
heart-shaped boxes of chocolates—these are 
the synnbols of Valentine's Day for many 
lovers around the world. 

But why do we have a "sweets to the sweet" tradi¬ 
tion every February 14? While the roots of Valen¬ 
tine's Day go all the way back to Roman times, 
chocolate gift giving is a much more recent devel¬ 
opment. Is it because of chocolate's reputed aphro¬ 
disiac qualities, or just a way for companies to sell 
more sweets in the lull between Christmas and 
Easter? Whatever the reason, those ubiquitous little 
red boxes flood shelves every year. 

By the 1840s, the notion of Valentine's Day as a 
holiday to celebrate romantic love had taken over 
most of the English-speaking world. It was Cupid's 
golden age -the prudish Victorians adored the no¬ 
tion of courtly love and showered each other with 
elaborate cards and gifts. 

Into this love-crazed fray came Richard Cadbury, 
scion of the British chocolate manufacturing family 
and responsible for sales at a crucial point in his 
company's history. 

Cadbury had recently improved its chocolate mak¬ 
ing technique so as to extract pure cocoa butter 
from whole beans, producing a more palatable 
drinking chocolate than most Britons had ever 
tasted.This process resulted in an excess amount of 
cocoa butter, which Cadbury used to produce many 
more varieties of what was then called "eating 
chocolate." Richard recognised a great marketing 
opportunity for the new chocolates and started sell¬ 



ing them in beautifully 
orated boxes that he de 
signed himself 
From that point, it was a 
quick Jump to taking the fa¬ 
miliar images of Cupids and 
roses and putting them on 
heart-shaped boxes. While 
Richard Cadbury didn't actually 
patent the heart-shaped box, it's 
widely believed that he was the first to 
produce one. Cadbury marketed the boxes as 
having a dual purpose. 


When the chocolates had 
all been eaten, the box itself 
was so pretty that it could be 
used again and again to store 
mementos, from locks of hair 
to love letters. The boxes grew 
increasingly elaborate until the 
outbreak of World War II, when 
sugar was rationed and Valentine's 
Day celebrations were scaled down. 

But Victorian-era Cadbury boxes still 
exist, and many are treasured family heirlooms 
or valuable items prized by collectors.

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Missing man is 
found after crash

A MAN who went missing 
from the scene of a road ac¬ 
cident in Bridport last week 
has been located and treated 
for injuries in hospital. 

It is still unclear why the man 
fled the scene following the colli¬ 
sion in the early hours of last 
Wednesday morning, but police 
say enquiries are ongoing. 

He is believed to have made his 
own way to Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal for treatment, where his ap¬ 
pearance was reported to police. 

The previously-missing man and 
another male occupant were in¬ 
volved in the incident, which hap¬ 
pened on the A3066 Bridport to 
Beaminster road at Melplash, just 


after midnight on January 28th. 

A red Ford Fiesta, registered to a 
local man, left the road and ca¬ 
reered into a verge, with both men 
sustaining injuries. 

One of the men, a 24-year-old, 
was found at the scene where he 
received treatment for minor cuts, 
but the other seemingly disap¬ 
peared after the crash, sparking a 
major police search. 

A helicopter and police dogs 
were employed to track down the 
man, whom officers believed may 
have suffered serious injuries. 

Officers carried out a thorough 
search of the area overnight and 
the road was closed to allow spe¬ 
cial investigators to examine the 
scene, but nothing was found. 

A spokesperson for the force 
confirmed on Monday that the 
man had been located and was re¬ 
ceiving treatment for his injuries. 


But enquiries are continuing to 
determine the exact details of the 
incident and the man's subsequent 
disappearance. 

Police Sergeant Nikki Burt, of 
Dorset Police's traffic unit, said: “I 
would urge anyone who witnessed 
the collision or who may have 
seen a red Ford Fiesta being 
driven in and around the Bridport 
area on Tuesday evening to call 
me in confidence.” 

The 24-year-old man found at 
the scene has been arrested on sus¬ 
picion of committing traffic of¬ 
fences and has been released on 
police bail until the end of Febru¬ 
ary, pending further enquiries. 

Anyone with further information 
about the incident is asked to call 
Dorset Police on 101 quoting ref¬ 
erence number 28:1, or call the 
anonymous Crimestoppers line on 
0800 555 111.

5 tips for choosing carpet 

By Julia Gray, Press Association 


1 . Consider where the carpet is going - bedroom 
carpets are subjected to far less wear than stair 
carpets, for example. Also think about your house¬ 
hold - do you need something hardwearing be¬ 
cause you have children and/or pets, or do you live 
alone? For busy rooms, go for a blend of 80% wool 
and 20% nylon - the wool will make the carpet look 
good and the nylon will help it perform better. 

2 . Carpet is like most things; you get what you pay 
for. "If you're thinking long term, then an Axmin- 
ster or Wilton construction will perform better and 
often add value," says Jeremy Wilson of Ulster Car¬ 
pets (www.ulstercarpets.com). "Going for a budget 
carpet may seem like a good idea in the short-term, 
but you may come to regret it in a few years. 

"Ideally, you need a two or three-ply carpet yarn - 
single-ply yarns are cheaper and look fine for a 
while, but will flatten and wear much quicker than 
two or three-ply yarns. A better engineered carpet 
will last longer and be better value in the long-term." 

3 . When you've found some carpets you think you 
like, ask the retailer for samples to take home. 
What looks good in the shop or online might 
change a lot when you put it in your home and see 
it in different lights and angles. 


4 . When budgeting for your new carpet, don't for¬ 
get to include the cost of fitting and underlay. 
New underlay is vital for the carpet to sit properly 
and wear evenly, and the quality of the underlay will 
affect the lifespan of the carpet. 

5 . Get your room professionally measured to en¬ 
sure you order the right amount of carpet. It's 
also important to get the carpet professionally fit¬ 
ted. And always buy from a reputable retailer - 
all 450 Carpet Foundation 

(www.carpetfoundation.com) retail members ad¬ 
here to a code of practice approved by the Trading 
Standards Institute, which gives customers peace of 
mind.

POLITICALLY connnnitted theatre connpany 
Townsend Productions brings the true story of one 
of the most turbulent battles in British industrial 
history-the 1972 Builders'Strike to Dorset as part 
of their 2015 UK tour.

COME AND SMILE 
AT A CROCODILE... 

A 140 MILLION year old crocodile found on the 
Jurassic Coast is now on display at Dorset County 
Museum. 

The 60cm long skull dates from the Cretaceous Pe¬ 
riod of geological time, around 140 million years 
ago. It was found in 2007 near Swanage by Richard 
Edmonds, Earth Science Manager for the Jurassic 
Coast World Heritage Site team. Richard said, "It was 
a really lucky find. A part of my job is to monitor the 
condition of the rocks and fossils along the World 
Heritage Site but you don't expect to find something 
this spectacular without spending a lot more time 
on the coast. I have collected fossils for thirty years 
but this is a once in a lifetime find.' 

The 'Swanage Snapper' fossil has recently been 
studied at Bristol University and has been found to 
be a new species. The full name is Goniopholis 
kiplingi in homage to British author and nature en¬ 
thusiast Rudyard Kipling whose crocodile characters 
feature in stories such as the Just So Stories tales. He 
would have enjoyed the idea of this prehistoric crea¬ 
ture waiting just under the surface of a warm fresh¬ 
water lagoon to ambush unsuspecting prey. 
Dinosaurs emerging from lush tropical foliage to 
take a drink would have been gripped by powerful 
jaws and rolled beneath the water until drowned or 
crushed to death. 

However, this particular crocodile did not have 
everything its own way - on top of the skull are bite 
marks from another crocodile, possibly even larger, 
which bit down with such force that the conical 
marks of its teeth are still visible today. 

The fossil skull is very well preserved, having been 
buried quite rapidly by lagoon sediment, although 
its teeth rotted out before this took place. It was 
slightly flattened by the sediment's weight before it 
hardened into rock and is surrounded by fossil shell¬ 
fish, along with a turtle shell plate and a poo (thank¬ 
fully fossilised too). 

Curators at Dorset County Museum are grateful to 
Jurassic Coast Trust for funding the project and 
Mowlam Metalcraft for providing the mount for the 
new display.

A minute later Senior went even closer 
as his header thumped against the cross¬ 
bar before the ball was hacked clear up¬ 
held with the help of the strong wind at 
Bitton's back. 

Bees skipper Ryan Hayter collected the 
ball and began the next attack just in front 


the main stand when the referee waved 
the now recovered Thatcher back on the 
field close play precisely where the action 
was, and Thatcher immediately inter¬ 
cepted Hayter's pass, moved forward two 
steps and chipped the surprised and 
stranded Ashley Weeks from all of 40 
yards.

The Bridport players immediately sur¬ 
rounded referee Andrew Quin from Ply¬ 
mouth, claiming he should have waited 
until the play was remote from the point 
where Thatcher Joined the field of play as 
is the norm, but despite protestations, the 
goal stood. 

Both sides had started the match 
brightly trading corners, with Rendell hav¬ 
ing to stretch to tip Jamie Filkins' lob, 
caught on the wind, over the crossbar in 
the second minute. 

Bitton retaliated when three minutes 
later Matt Barnes shot from the angle of 
the penalty area took a deflection and hit

the inside of the post before ricocheting 
to safety. 

However the 'River Boys' were much 
quicker to the ball and despite playing 
against the wind had more possession. A 
good three man move in the 10th minute 
allowed Elan Plummer a clear sight on 
goal, but Weeks diving to his right turned 
the ball away. 

However, Plummer was not to be denied 
six minutes later and despite Weeks get¬ 
ting a hand to the ball, he could not pre¬ 
vent the striker scoring after Aysa Corrick 
had put the striker in the clear on the 
right. 

Bridport continued to force corners, but 
unlike the opposition they did not attack 
the ball, allowing the Bitton defence 
chance to clear. 

The Bees had another scare Just after the 


half hour when Corrick's angled shot beat 
Weeks and struck Plummer, but Morley 
cleared off the line, before Plummer's 
deep cross found Corrick, but he drove his 
shot beyond the far post.
